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Nepal to open art treasure trove to world 


Including Aruba and Curacao 



From Oct 30 Nepal will 
hold its first international 
art festival where works 
by Nepali artists will be 
displayed along with those 
of international artists from 
nearly 30 countries as diverse 
as Aruba, Curacao, Jordan, 
China, Palestine and Japan. 

It is the brainchild of 
Sangeeta Thapa, Nepal’s 
only woman art curator, who 
had been planning the event 
since 2006, when Nepal’s 
Maoist civil war ended after 
10 years. 


The five-day festival, to be 
held simultaneously in three 
different venues - also a 
first in Nepal - has a theme: 
“Separating the Myth from 
Reality - Status of Women”. 
“I felt this is the right time 
to hold the festival,” says the 
48-year-old, who also runs 
the Siddhartha Art Gallery in 
the capital from what in the 
past used to be the stables of 
a Rana palace but now has 
been converted into one of 
Kathmandu’s most trendy 
places with its shops and 
restaurants. 


“Out of the 601 members of 
parliament, a large number 
are women. Women have 
never been more politically 
conscious in Nepal with 
such high representation in 
the house. 

“And yet we have instances 
like women being tortured 
in villages on the suspicion 
that they are witches, 
wives being murdered for 
dowry, increasing violence 
against women and that 
too in a society that reveres 
women deities. I think it is 
unacceptable. 

“Visual arts can play an 
important role in presenting 
such issues to a broader base 
of people. It can influence 
these very people to remove 
the stigma and exploitation 
that women have been 
shackled with throughout 
history.” 

Artists from different parts 
of the world will contribute 
to the theme reflecting 
the cultures of their own 
countries. Jordanian painter 
Juman A1 Nimri, for instance, 
will focus on honour killings 
in Islamic countries while 
the artists from Tibet will 
comment, tongue in cheek, 
on the restraints they have to 
live with. 




Nepal’s own indigenous art 
can be traced back to the 
11th century when King Jaya 
Sthiti Malla ordained that 
the community known as 
Chitrakars - picture makers 
- should dedicate themselves 
to art and they became 
painters for the temples and 
palaces. 

When Nepal was ruled 
by the hereditary Rana 
prime ministers, they too 
encouraged artists but only 
for their own consumption. 
“There were 41 palaces 
during their reign,” says 
Thapa. “So there was a great 
demand for portraits of the 
premiers, their children, 
favourite concubine and 
hunting scenes.” 

When the Ranas were 
overthrown by a pro¬ 
democracy movement in 
1950 and the Shah kings 
took their place, ironically, 
King Mahendra, who sacked 
the elected prime minister 
and banned political parties, 
encouraged the arts and 
artists. 

“He realised that art was 
a way of holding people 
together,” Thapa says. “He 
invited all the artists who had 
gone into exile in India or 
Europe to return and evolve 
art in Nepal.” 

Though many Nepali artists 
studied in art colleges in 


Kolkata, Mumbai, Vadodara 
and Paris, their work was not 
known in their own country 
or in the neighbouring region 
due to the continuous turmoil 
that saw three pro-democracy 
movements in 1950, 1990 
and 2006. 

“The Maoist movement 
decimated the people who 
could afford to buy art,” 
Thapa says. “So the price 
of art in Nepal still remains 
very low.” 

The October festival, Thapa 
is hoping, will act as an ice 
breaker. 

“I am testing the waters,” 
she says. “If it is successful, 
we can think of having a 
Kathmandu Biennial like the 
Berlin Biennial.” 

It will also test the tolerance 
level of Nepal. 

“Nepalis have a high 
tolerance level,” she says. 
“In countries like Pakistan, 
Bangladesh and India, the 
moral police are cracking 
down on art exhibitions if 
they include nudes. 

“But we have several 
exhibits that will shock you 
and challenge you. Like this 
work from the Netherlands. 
Titled ‘Prickpot’, it 
comprises a glass vessel 
filled with penises. The 
audience reaction will prove 
how tolerant Nepal still 
remains.’Q

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Theo rips coalition partner for comments on Cay Bay 


PHILIPSBURG-- 
Commissioner Theo Heyliger 
says he intends to ask National 
Alliance (NA) leader William 
Marlin, his coalition partner 
in government, to “make 
a serious effort to get his 
members under control and 
remind them that they are no 
longer in opposition.” 
Heyliger was expressing his 
anger over comments made 
by Commissioner Hyacinth 
Richardson’s Executive 
Assistant Edwin James on 
Radio Soualiga 99.9FM last 
week Friday. 

James had read a statement on 
air criticising government’s 
plans and motives for the 
development of the Cay Bay 
areaand, accordingto Heyliger, 
drumming up support against 
any future project, without 
having the proper information 
or understanding about the 
nature of development in the 
area. 

The statement read in part: 
“Through the people’s 
representatives in government 
who should be championing 


the people’s desires and 
wishes and whom they should 
be closely in contact with, 
not only during election 
time, people should now be 
motivated, mobilised and 
moved into taking appropriate 
actions by letting government 
know about their concerns 
which they obviously forgot.” 
It referred to “certain 
politicians” as controlling 
people “at the crack of their 
whips, whims and wills” and 
accused them of believing that 
only they had dreams while 
others had wishful thoughts. 
It also said certain politicians 
were “hell bent on embarking 
on devastating deeds to destroy 
dreams of others.” 
Heyligersaidhehadnoproblem 
discussing the facts as they 
were with the residents of the 
area, but all parties, including 
his coalition partners, had to 
be careful when disseminating 
information and/or making 
uninformed comments. “He 
(James) is only a few seconds’ 
walk away from my office. 
He could have simply walked 



over and asked a question,” 
Heyliger said. 

He said initial plans for the 
development of Cay Bay 
dated back to 1994 based on a 
project of the then-St. Maarten 
Patriotic Alliance (SPA), now 
National Alliance. “The only 
thing that government has 
done now is commission a 
study of how the area could be 
developed, taking a number 
of factors into consideration, 
including environmental 
and future developments at 
GEBE,” Heyliger said. 
Heyliger explained that 
the latter aspect needed 
serious discussion with and 
understanding from the 
community. He said the utility 


company would need space to 
expand its operation. With its 
new generators coming online 
in December, GEBE will need 
additional space for storage 
tanks for heavy fuel, among 
other things, he explained. 

“I totally understand the 
concerns of the residents, 
but the fact is you have to 
start planning for the future. 
Those plans also include 
beautification of the area, 
beach creation and more. 
The plans do not include a 
tendering port as is being 
rumoured. That, again, might 
have been the plan of the SPA 
back then. This project is still 
years away,” Heyliger said. 

He added, “Shell has been 
there for years, Texaco has 
been there for years, GEBE 
has been there for years. 
The time will come, with the 
development of the island, 
that expansion, in particular 
for GEBE, will be necessary. 
But that expansion or any 
development in the area 
will not happen in an ad hoc 
manner.” 


Furthermore, Heyliger 

continued, the land in the area 
is still owned by the Central 
Government. “The last time 
I checked, it was still four 
Commissioners against one 
and I am not in the Central 
Government. The National 
Alliance is. So if James is 
so concerned about it, let 
him lobby his party or the 
Commissioner he works for, 
to block it. I intend to bring it 
to the attention of the leader 
of the National Alliance and 
ask him what is going on with 
his members.” He said it was 
regrettable that James could 
find his office when it came 
to government purchasing 
land from James’ family, but 
not before criticising. “I don’t 
know if he (James) has taken it 
personally that I told him that 
government cannot purchase 
the property for any more than 
what it has been appraised for 
by government’s appraisers, 
but if you could find me for 
that, you could find me for 
anything else,” Heyliger 
concluded. □ 


Bonaire referendum week before election 


BONAIRE—“Should the direct bond with the 
Netherlands be a free association instead of 
integration?” That is the question Bonaire’s 
referendum committee proposed in its 67-page 
report to the Island Council. The committee suggests 
January 15 as the date for the referendum, exactly 
one week before the Antillean Parliament elections. 
The committee acknowledges the risk that voters 
in the referendum will be influenced in their choice 
due to the competition and political campaigns 
surrounding the Parliament elections. One advantage 
is that the infrastructure for elections such as polling 
stations will already be available. 

It is unclear whether a referendum on that date could 
cause a delay in the enactment process regarding 
the dismantling of the Netherlands Antilles and 
the establishment of new entities within the Dutch 
Kingdom. 

Other suggested dates for the population consultation 
were December 11, 2009, and March 19, 2010. 

The committee considered the first date, suggested 
by former commissioner Jeffrey Levenstone (UPB), 
was too short notice to come up with a thorough 
information campaign and preparation, which could 
endanger approval of the referendum by the United 
Nations. 

Levenstone had chosen December 11 because the 
outcome of the referendum would then be known 
before December 15, the day on which the Kingdom 
Council of Ministers will handle the most important 
instructions for the new status of Bonaire. 

Eugene Abdul, who represents the “Awor T’e Ora” 
(Now’s the Time) movement in the committee, 
had suggested March 19, 2010. Awor T’e Ora has 
always supported a referendum on short notice, but 


this was before the announcement that the Antillean 
Parliament elections would be held after all. 

To have sufficient time for a thorough information 
campaign, Abdul therefore chose a later date. This 
also involves the fact that participants will already 
have made their choices for Parliament, so they 
can concentrate on making their choices in the 
referendum. 

The committee’s objection to March 19 is that that 
date is later than the ultimate date mentioned by the 
Island Council (before the elections, ed.). 

The referendum question was suggested by Abdul. 
He stated that at a single glance, this question would 
create clarity for the population and the elected 
representatives: Either the direct ties with the 
Netherlands in the form of an overseas public entity 
will continue with a choice for integration, or the 
Island Council will receive a new mandate with the 
choice for “free association.” 

With this question “becoming a public entity” implies 
a choice for “integration” and the choice “free 
association” (the question implies free association 
with the Netherlands) is offered as alternative, 
according to the report. 

Committee chairman Lt. Governor Glenn Thode and 
Levenstone had proposed another question: “Do you 
agree with the current interpretation of the direct 
bond with the Netherlands?” The two committee 
members said Bonaire had chosen for a direct bond 
with the Netherlands in 2004 and this interpretation 
should be considered now. 

However, this question was rejected by three to two 
votes. 

According to the committee, the criteria for voting 
should be as follows: “Only those who have been 


resident in Bonaire for five consecutive years 50 
days before the date of the referendum, if they have 
Dutch citizenship and are at least 18 years of age on 
the date of the referendum.” 

Non-Dutch citizens can also vote if they have been 
resident in Bonaire for 10 consecutive years and 
are at least 18 years of age. This means that the Lt. 
Governor himself may not vote, as he has been on 
the island less than five years. 

Thode suggested another criterion that was “closer 
to the regular voting right for the Parliament of the 
Netherlands Antilles” where the minimal residence 
of five years is not applicable. This proposal was 
rejected, as Thode and Levenstone were the only 
ones who supported it. 

Other recommendations of the committee include 
a validity threshold for the referendum with a 
participation of minimum of 51 per cent of the voting 
public and the establishment of a “Referendum 
implementation committee Bonaire 2010” with 
seven members, an independent headquarters and 
a full time secretariat. This committee should be 
responsible for drawing up a budget, providing 
information, preparing the referendum and arranging 
the approval of the United Nations. 

Furthermore, the Island Council should qualify the 
referendum in a regulation as either “consultative” 
or “mandatory” when it comes to implementing the 
result. 

The referendum committee Bonaire 2009 consists of 
five members: Chairman Thode, Abdul on behalf of 
Awor T ’ e Ora, Alj ano Emerenciana as a representative 
of independent Island Council member Anthony 
Nicolaas, Levenstone on behalf of UPB, and Ryan 
Martha on behalf of ADB. □

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Stocks rise as earnings 
reports top expectations

NEW YORK - Investors 
found a fresh appetite for 
stocks Monday after a handful 
of earnings reports revived 
hopes that the economy is 
improving. 

Industrial equipment maker 
Eaton Corp. said it was seeing 
improvement in key markets 
and raised its full-year profit 
forecast. Newspaper publisher 
Gannett Co. managed to post 
a profit despite a sharp fall 
in revenue, and toymaker 
Hasbro Inc.’s income rose on 
cost cuts. 

As earnings reporting gets 
into full swing this week, 
investors are relieved to see 
better results in a broad range 
of industries following some 
downbeat news last week from 
major banks, which reported 
deepening loan delinquencies 
as consumers and businesses 
continue to struggle with 
paying off their debts. 
Technology earnings have 
come in relatively well so far, 
with solid reports last week 
from Google Inc. and leading 
chipmaker Intel Corp. The 
market will get a chance to see 
if that trend will continue after 
the market closes Monday 
with reports from Apple Inc. 
and Texas Instruments Inc.

Burt White, chief investment 
officer at LPL Financial 
in Boston, noted that three 
of every four companies 
so far has topped analysts’ 
expectations for earnings in 
the July-September quarter. 
White says that’s a sign that 
the economy is doing better 
than most investors had 
predicted. 

“The recovery is moving faster 
than analysts can sharpen 
their pencils and revise their 
estimates upward,” he said. 

In late afternoon trading, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
rose 108.75, or 1.1 percent, 
to 10,104.66, its highest level 
since Oct. 7 last year. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 11.38, 
or 1.1 percent, to 1,099.06 and 
traded above 1,100 for the first 
time in a year. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
rose 19.20, or 0.9 percent, to 
2,176.00. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note fell to 3.40 percent from 
3.42 percent late Friday. 
Investors grew hopeful that 
Federal Reserve policymakers 
would be able to withdraw 
some of the money supporting 
the economy as conditions 
improved. That could help 
prevent inflation, which 
has become a concern in 
the markets because of the 


huge amounts of money the 
government has pumped into 
the financial system. 

The New York Federal 
Reserve, which carries out 
the central bank’s market 
operations, said in a statement 
that it has been preparing 
plans for how it could begin 
weaning the economy from 
monetary stimulus. 

The dollar mostly fell against 
other major currencies, while 
gold prices rose. The ICE 
Futures U.S. dollar index, 
which tracks the dollar against 
other major currencies, fell 
0.3 percent. 

Fight, sweet crude rose $1.08 
to settle at $79.61 per barrel 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. 

Among companies posting 
earnings, Eaton rose $3.84, or 

6.4 percent, to $64.26, while 
Gannett advanced $1.04, or 
8 percent, to $14.04. Hasbro 
fell $1.04, or 3.5 percent, to 
$28.48. 

Apple fell 70 cents, or 0.4 
percent, to $187.35 ahead 
of its quarterly report. Texas 
Instruments rose 55 cents, or 

2.4 percent, to $23.30. 

Bob Jergovic, chief investment 
officer at CFS Investments in 
Omaha, Neb., said investors 
are now trying to determine 
whether a recovery in 
corporate profits will continue 
and, if so, whether that will 
help the overall economy if 
companies are more willing to 
hire and make investments. 
“We’re in that phase where 
the market has really got to 
sort it out,” he said. “Can 
we make that handoff from a 
profit recovery to an economic 
recovery?” 

Three stocks rose for every 
one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to 733.2 million 
shares compared with 908.8 
million traded at the same 
point Friday. □

Government unveils new 
mortgage help for states

WASHINGTON - The Obama administration on Monday 
unveiled a new program to support state and local housing 
finance agencies. The plan will help the agencies finance 
mortgages for first-time homebuyers and develop rental 
housing. 

The agencies have had a hard time raising money because of 
the housing crisis and credit crunch. This year, the agencies 
sell about $4 billion in tax-exempt bonds — one-fourth 
the amount in a typical year. That reduction is limiting the 
number of people they can assist with loans. 

The new program uses mortgage finance companies Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac to help fix the financing crunch. 
The two companies will package mortgages made by the 
housing agencies and sell them as bonds to the Treasury 
Department. 

“It’s an additional layer of assistance to borrowers who 
are seeking a mortgage at a time when credit is scarce,” 
said Howard Glaser, a mortgage industry consultant in 
Washington. “It doesn’t solve all the problems of the housing 
market, but every little bit helps.” 

Officials declined to place a dollar value on the size of the 
bond program, saying it will be based on demand. 

Fannie and Freddie also will help to provide short-term 
financing for the housing finance agencies, with backing 
from the Treasury. State and local finance housing finance 
agencies have pressed for federal help for months. 

Treasury Department officials said any losses from loan 
defaults will be entirely covered by fees paid by the state 
agencies. 

“The expected cost to the federal government is zero,” said 
Michael Barr, an assistant treasury secretary. 

The agencies play a relatively small role in the mortgage 
market, aiding about 100,000 to 200,000 first-time borrowers 
a year.Q

Birkhead: Prosecutors chastised testimony

LOS ANGELES - The father of Anna Nicole 
Smith’s daughter said Monday a prosecutor 
suggested that the child was developmentally 
damaged by Smith’s narcotics use and that he 
should “ramp it up” in his testimony in the drug 
trial of Smith’s former boyfriend. 

Larry Birkhead said the prosecutor’s remarks 
outside court before his testimony resumed 
made him upset, but the judge permitted him 
to take the stand anyway. Smith’s former 
boyfriend, Howard K. Stern, and two doctors 
are charged with conspiracy to illegally give 
controlled substances to the former Playboy 
Playmate, who died of an accidental overdose 


in 2007. 

Birkhead said Los Angeles County Deputy 
District Attorney Sarah Slice called him after 
he testified Friday and suggested he was taking 
Stem’s side in the case. 

“I felt the district attorney was frustrated,” 
Birkhead said under questioning by Ellyn 
Garofalo, the defense lawyer for Dr. Sandeep 
Kapoor. “She said I should bite my tongue. She 
then went into a long speech about my daughter, 
and how there was going to be something 
wrong with her,” Birkhead said. 

“She said my daughter is going to be frustrated 
in learning and I should find something she 
excels in. She said she had studied the way the 
brain was made up.’Q

Feds to stop prosecuting 
medical marijuana users

WASHINGTON (AP) — Marijuana-smoking 
patients or their sanctioned suppliers should 
not be targeted for U.S. prosecution in states 
that allow medical use of the drug, prosecutors 
were told Monday in a new policy memo 
issued by the Justice Department. 

Under the policy spelled out in a three-page 
legal memo, federal prosecutors are being told 
it is not a good use of their time to arrest people 
who use or provide medical marijuana in strict 
compliance with state law. 

The guidelines being issued by the department 
do, however, make it clear that federal 
agents will go after people whose marijuana 
distribution goes beyond what is permitted 
under state law or use medical marijuana as a 
cover for other crimes. 

The memo advises prosecutors they “should 
not focus federal resources in your states 
on individuals whose actions are in clear 
and unambiguous compliance with existing 
state laws providing for the medical use of 
marijuana.” 

The new policy is a significant departure 
from the Bush administration, which insisted 
it would continue to enforce federal anti-pot 
laws regardless of state codes. 

“It will not be a priority to use federal resources 
to prosecute patients with serious illnesses 


or their caregivers who are complying with 
state laws on medical marijuana, but we will 
not tolerate drug traffickers who hide behind 
claims of compliance with state law to mask 
activities that are clearly illegal,” Attorney 
General Eric Holder said in a statement. 
Fourteen states allow some use of marijuana 
for medical purposes, among them California. 
California stands out for the widespread 
presence of dispensaries — businesses that sell 
marijuana and even advertise their services. 
Colorado also has several dispensaries, and 
Rhode Island and New Mexico are in the 
process of licensing providers, according to 
the Marijuana Policy Project, a group that 
promotes the decriminalization of marijuana 
use. Holder said in March that he wanted 
federal law enforcement officials to pursue 
those who violate both federal and state law, 
but it has not been clear how that goal would 
be put into practice. 

The memo spelling out the policy was sent 
Monday to federal prosecutors in the 14 states, 
and also to top officials at the FBI and Drug 
Enforcement Administration. 

The memo written by Deputy Attorney General 
David Ogden emphasizes that prosecutors have 
wide discretion in choosing which cases to 
pursue, and says it is not a good use of federal 
manpower to prosecute those who are without 
a doubt in compliance with state law.Q

Study: National Park Service 
averages 11 searches per day

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A new study says U.S. national 
parks launch 11 search-and-rescue operations on an average 
day. 

Travis Heggie, an assistant professor at the University of 
North Dakota who headed up the study, analyzed search- 
and-rescue reports from 1992 to 2007, when there were 
more than 65,000 operations in national parks with costs 
exceeding $58 million. 

Those most commonly in need of help? Day hikers, young 
men and boaters. Weekends were the busiest. 

The results are similar to an earlier analysis by Heggie of 
national parks in Utah, which found young men on day hikes 
were among the most likely to need a rescue.Q

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U.S. sets new policy to nudge Sudan toward peace

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Obama administration, 
after months of fierce 
internal debate, outlined 
a new approach Monday 
to settling the conflicts in 
Sudan, asserting a moral 
obligation to end “a vast 
sea of human misery” and a 
need to prevent the African 
nation from serving as a 
haven for terrorists. 

The new policy rests on 
offering incentives for the 
Sudanese govemmentto end 
the violence and threatening 
stronger pressures if it does 
not. While emphasizing 
the role of diplomacy, it 
is a less accommodating 
approach than the White 
House’s own special envoy 
to Sudan, Scott Gration, 
had been advocating. 
President Barack Obama 
issued a statement saying 
the U.S. and international 
community must act “with 
a sense of urgency and 
purpose” to seek an end 
to conflict, human rights 
abuses and genocide in 
Sudan’s Darfur region. 
While promising a 
diplomatic push, he also 
said he would renew 
existing sanctions on Sudan 
this week. 

U.S. humanitarian groups 
embraced the new policy 
with varying degrees 
of enthusiasm. Some 
questioned why it took so 
long to craft. 

“With an administration 
that is unified in its 
commitment to these 
priorities and to leading the 
international community in 
active engagement on all 
of these fronts, we believe 
that lasting peace in Sudan 
is well within reach,” said 
Ruth Messinger, president 
of the American Jewish 
World Service, a human 
rights group. 

Jerry Fowler, president of 
the private Save Darfur 
Coalition, said the president 
had put his administration 


back on course to a more 
effective policy, but he 
said Obama must become 
personally engaged. 

“We need to see substantial 
personal involvement 
from President Obama; his 
presidency is the game- 
changer here,” Fowler said. 
John Prendergast, head of 
an anti-genocide program 
at the Center for American 
Progress, a think tank, 
called the Obama policy 
balanced and encouraged 
but added, “It’s meaningless 
until implemented.” 

The new policy was 
announced in a joint 
appearance at the State 
Department by Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, U.N. ambassador 
Susan Rice and Gration. 
Obama was not present. 
Clinton stressed that the 
administration realizes the 
difficulty of the effort and 
the need for international 
coordination. 


“Sitting on the sidelines 
is not an option,” Clinton 
said. “It is up to us and our 
partners in the international 
community to make a 
concerted and sustained 
effort to help bring lasting 
peace and stability to Sudan 
and avoid more of the 
conflict that has produced 
a vast sea of human misery 
and squandered the potential 
and security of a vital region 
of the world.” 

Rice stressed that the 
unspecified incentives 
Washington could offer will 
have to be earned. 

“There will be no rewards 
for the status quo, no 
incentives without concrete 
and tangible progress,” 
Rice said. “There will be 
significant consequences 
for parties that backslide or 
simply stand still.” 

Gration, a retired Air Force 
major general, has been at 
odds with Rice by arguing 
in public for a less strict line 


Associated Press 
toward President Omar al- 
Bashir, whom Gration sees 
as the key to resolving the 
situation in Darfur. 

The International Criminal 
Court issued an international 
arrest warrant against al- 
Bashir last March. He is the 
first sitting head of state to be 
charged with war crimes and 
crimes against humanity by 
the world’s first permanent 
war crimes tribunal since 
it was established in 2002. 
The court accused him of 
orchestrating a campaign 
of murder, torture, rape and 
forced expulsions in Sudan’s 
western Darfur region, but 
said there was insufficient 
evidence to merit charging 
him with genocide. 

Under the new Obama 
policy, U.S. officials will not 
talk directly with al-Bashir 
but will have contacts with 
others in his government 
to discuss peace for Darfur 
and implementation of a 
2005 provisional peace 


deal between the partially 
autonomous southern 
Sudan and the Khartoum 
government in the north. 
Al-Bashir’s government is 
designated a “state sponsor 
of terrorism” by the State 
Department. 

Obama said that while 
working for peace in Sudan, 
his administration also 
will “work aggressively to 
ensure that Sudan does not 
provide a safe haven for 
international terrorists.” 
Clinton also cited the threat 
of terrorism. 

“An unstable Sudan not 
only jeopardizes the future 
of the 40 million people 
there,” she said. “It can also 
be an incubator of violence 
and instability in an already 
volatile region, it can 
provide a safe haven for 
international terrorists, and 
triggeranotherhumanitarian 
catastrophe that Sudan, its 
neighbors, and the world 
cannot afford.” 

In Khartoum, Ghazi Salah 
Eddin Atabani, a senior 
adviser to al-Bashir and the 
government’s point man 
on Darfur, appeared on 
Sudanese TV and contrasted 
the new U.S. policy with its 
more “extremist” past. 

“We hope that this will 
end the debate among U.S. 
officials and we hope that 
now they will think with 
one mind and speak with 
one tongue,” he said. 
Atabani also said that while 
the U.S. policy showed “an 
important development” by 
staying away from spelling 
out new sanctions, he said 
it was regrettable that the 
administration still refers to 
genocide in Darfur. 

The Darfur conflict began in 
February 2003 when ethnic 
African rebels took up arms 
against the Arab-dominated 
Sudanese government 
in Khartoum, claiming 
discrimination and neglect. 
U.N. officials say the war 
has claimed at least 300,000 
lives from violence, disease 
and displacement.^ 
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Pentagon scientist 
arrested on spy charge

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— A scientist credited with 
helping discover evidence 
of water on the moon was 
arrested Monday on charges 
of attempting to pass along 
classified information to an 
FBI agent posing as an Israeli 
intelligence officer. 

The Justice Department said 
Stewart David Nozette, 52, 
of suburban Chevy Chase, 
Maryland, was charged in 
a criminal complaint with 
attempting to communicate, 
deliver and transmit classified 
information to an individual 
he believed to be an Israeli 
intelligence officer. 

The complaint does not allege 
that the government of Israel 
or anyone acting on its behalf 
violated U.S. law. 

In Jerusalem, where the story 
broke late at night, Israeli 
government officials had no 
immediate comment. 

Nozette was arrested Monday 
by FBI agents. He is expected 
to make his initial appearance 
in federal court in Washington 
on Tuesday. 

In an affidavit supporting the 
complaint that was unsealed 
Monday, FBI agent Leslie 
Martell said that on Sept. 3, 
Nozette received a telephone 
call from an individual 
purporting to be an Israeli 
intelligence officer. The caller 
was an undercover FBI agent. 
Nozette agreed to meet with 
the agent later that day at 
a hotel in Washington and 
in the subsequent meeting 
the two discussed Nozette’s 
willingness to work for Israeli 
intelligence. 

Nozette allegedly informed 
the agent that he had, in 
the past, held top security 
clearances and had access to 
U.S. satellite information, the 
affidavit said. 

Nozette also was alleged to 
have said he would be willing 


to answer questions about 
this information in exchange 
for money. The affidavit said 
the agent explained that the 
Israeli intelligence agency, 
Mossad, would arrange for 
a communication system 
so Nozette could pass on 
information in a post office 
box. 

Nozette agreed to provide 
regular, continuing information 
and asked for an Israeli 
passport, the government 
alleged. 

The affidavit then alleged this 
sequence of events: 

—Sept. 4. Nozette and the 
agent met again in the same 
hotel. The scientist allegedly 
said that while he no longer 
had legal access to any 
classified information at a U.S. 
government facility, he could, 
nonetheless, recall classified 
information by memory. 
Nozette allegedly asked when 
he could expect to receive 
his first payment, saying he 
preferred cash amounts “under 
ten thousand” so he would not 
have to report it. (U.S. anti¬ 
money laundering laws require 
that all transactions of $ 10,000 
or more must be reported to 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
the tax collection agency.) 
Nozette allegedly told the 
agent, “Well, I should tell 
you my first need is that they 
should figure out how to pay 
me ... . They don’t expect me 
to do this for free.” 

—Sept. 10. Undercover FBI 
agents left a letter in the 
designated post office box, 
asking Nozette to answer a 
list of questions about U.S. 
satellite information. The 
agents provided a $2,000 cash 
payment. Serial numbers of 
the bills were recorded. 

—Sept. 16. Nozette was 
captured on videotape 
leaving a manila envelope 
in the post office box. The 
next day, agents retrieved the 
sealed envelope and found, 


among other things, a one- 
page document containing 
answers to the questions and 
an encrypted computer thumb 
drive. 

One answer contained 
information, classified 

as secret, that concerned 
capabilities of a prototype 
overhead collection system. 

—Sept. 17. Agents left a 
second letter in the post 
office box with another list of 
questions about U.S. satellite 
information. The FBI also left 
a cash payment of $9,000. 
Nozette allegedly retrieved 
the questions and the money 
the same day. 

—Oct. 1. Nozette was 
videotaped leaving a manila 
envelope in the post office box. 
FBI agents retrieved it and 
found a second set of answers. 
The responses contained 
information classified as both 
top secret and secret, involving 
U.S. satellites, early warning 
systems, means of defense 
or retaliation against large- 
scale attack, communications 
intelligence information, and 
major elements of defense 
strategy. 

Nozette had worked in varying 
jobs for the Department 
of Energy, the National 
Aeronautics and Space, and in 
the National Space Council in 
the president’s office in 1989 
and 1990. 

He developed the Clementine 
bistatic radar experiment 
that purportedly discovered 
water on the south pole of 
the moon. He worked from 
approximately 1990 to 1999 
at the Department of Energy’s 
Lawrence Livermore National 
Laboratory in California, 
where he designed highly 
advanced technology. 

At the Department of Energy, 
Nozette held a special security 
clearance equivalent to the 
Defense Department top 
secret and “critical nuclear 
weapon design information”

WASHINGTON - For 
Democrats determined to get 
a health care bill, Sen. Roland 
Burris is like the house guest 
who couldn’t be refused, won’t 
soon be leaving and poses 
a plausible threat of ruining 
holiday dinner.

The Illinois Democrat, 
appointed by disgraced former 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich, says 
he’ll only vote for a bill to 


provide health care to millions 
more Americans as long as it 
allows the government to sell 
insurance in competition with 
private insurers. 

And he says he won’t 
compromise. 

“I would not support a bill that 
does not have a public option,” 
Burris, 72, said in a recent 
interview with The Associated 
Press. “That position will not 
change.” 

Those words caught the 
attention of the very 


Democratic leaders who 
tried to keep Burris out of the 
Senate, suggested he resign 
and have shunned him in 
unprecedented fashion. Burris 
is not the only Democrat 
to insist on creation of a 
government-run health plan. 
But he is the one who has 
the least to lose by defying 
President Barack Obama 
and the Democrats who once 
turned him out in the cold 
rain. It was early January and 
Blagojevich had appointed 
Burris, a former Illinois 
attorney general, to Obama’s 
former Senate seat — defying 
Democrats in Washington who 
had wanted someone without 
a tainted patron and with 
a better chance of winning 
election in 2010. 

What happened next was a 
procession of ugly images, 
from Burris’ rain-swept news 
conference after Democrats 
turned him away from a 
swearing-in to Illinois Rep. 
Bobby Rush daring Democrats 
to block an accomplished 
lawyer who would be the 
chamber’s only black. 

Bitterly, the Democrats seated 
Burris. But when it came out 
that Burris had admitted what 


White House: Burden on 
Afghans to show legit imacy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The White House 
on Monday prodded Afghanistan’s leadership 
to prove to their people and to the watching 
world that the results of an intensely disputed 
presidential election are legitimate. 

That reaction came as U.N.-backed fraud 
investigators on Monday threw out nearly a 
third President Hamid Karzai’s votes from 
the country’s August election, setting the 
stage for a runoff between him and his top 
challenger. It was unclear whether the Afghan- 
led Independent Election Commission would 
accept the findings of the fraud panel and 
announce a runoff, and a delay in forming 
a new government could hamper a U.S.- 
led effort to combat a growing Taliban 
insurgency. White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said he would not get ahead of 
the election review process, but he pointedly 
framed some expectations. 

“It’s going to be incredibly important for the 
world to see that Afghan leaders are willing 
to make this process legitimate, and that’s 
the process that we’re encouraging,” Gibbs 
told reporters. “And I think it’s now up to the 
Afghans to make this legitimate.” He declined 


to comment on the impact if Karzai does not 
fully cooperate, saying he did not want to get 
“too far down the hypothetical highway.” 
President Barack Obama is leading a lengthy 
review of the war strategy in Afghanistan. 
The White House has also said no decision 
on sending more U.S. troops to Afghanistan 
would be made before the election crisis 
is resolved — a stance reiterated by the 
civilian chief of the NATO military alliance 
on Monday. “None of this is going to work 
without credible partners,” Gibbs added. 
“We certainly understand that in this entire 
process.” Two international officials familiar 
with a new investigation by the U.N.-backed 
Electoral Complaints Commission told The 
Associated Press that the findings showed 
Karzai falling below the 50 percent threshold 
needed to avoid a runoff with his chief rival, 
former Foreign Minister Abdullah Abdullah. 
Preliminary results released last month 
showed Karzai winning the Aug. 20 election 
with more than 54 percent. However, 
allegations of voter coercion and ballot box¬ 
stuffing prompted the fraud investigation and 
held up a final proclamation of a winner.□ 


he had denied under oath — 
that he’d unsuccessfully tried 
to raise money for Blagojevich 
— Majority Whip Richard 
Durbin, D-Ill., suggested that 
Burris resign. He refused. 

A Senate ethics committee 
probe is pending into Burris’ 
statements. Democratic 

leaders, meanwhile, refused 
to support any effort by Burris 
to seek a full term, and he will 
leave the Senate in 2011. 
Meanwhile, his relationship 
with the rest of his caucus has 
settled into one of mutual, if 
chilly, benefit. 

It works this way: Burris stays 
mum about any bitterness he 
may feel about his reception, 
and he gets Obama’s Senate 
seat for two years. Democrats 
seat him, don’t speak of him 
and can count on his loyal vote 
at a time when all 5 8 Democrats 
and two independents must 
vote together to prevent 
Republican filibusters. 
They’ve never needed 60 
votes like they do on the yet- 
to-be-finalized health care 
bill. A disciplined grin shows 
that Burris knows it. 

No, he says, he will not vote for 
any version of a government- 
run plan circulating in the 
Senate, other than the full¬ 
blown one from the Senate 
Health, Education, Labor and 
Pensions Committee. 

He won’t vote, for example, 
for Republican Sen. Olympia 
Snowe’s idea to use the threat 
of a public option to force 
insurers to lower premiums by 
certain deadlines. He hasn’t 
seen the details of another idea, 
proposed by Sen. Tom Carper, 
D-Del., that would allow each 
state to decide whether to offer 
public coverage to compete 
with private insurers. The 
health committee’s proposal, 
he says, must be in the final 
bill to earn his vote. 

“Yeah, that’s the one,” Burris 
said. 

By definition, all 100 senators 
are relevant because any one 
can block Senate business 
unless there are 60 votes to 
override the objection. But 
Burris’ stated position on 
the public option means that 
Democrats can no longer take 
his vote for granted. 

It’s too early to tell whether 
the public option, or some 
version of it, ends up in the 


final compromise between 
a committee of House and 
Senate lawmakers. First, each 
chamber must pass its version 
of a health care bill. House 
Democrats are insisting on the 
government-run plan; but in 
the Senate, the public option 
is less popular. 

Every Democratic vote 
is important. And yet, 
Democratic leaders aren’t 
talking about Burris. 

Instead, they’re talking 
confidently about having the 
votes for the biggest policy 
overhaul in a generation, a 
signature issue for Obama and 
the Democratic Party. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Max Baucus, D-Mont., said 
Burris’ demand alone makes 
him no different than other 
senators seeking this or that in 
the bill. 

“I will do what I can to address 
the thises and thats,” Baucus 
said. “But my strong feeling 
is in the end, the need for 
health care reform is to get 60 
votes (and) is going to trump 
the concerns that some might 
have.” 

For his part, Burris says he’s 
just representing the wishes of 
his state. And he’s relentlessly 
loyal to the arrangement. His 
only acknowledgment of 
being treated differently than 
others is a reference to the 
“distractions” that marked his 
first weeks in office. 

Ask him whether he feels 
badly treated by the leaders, 
and he’ll answer with a 
question: 

“By whose standard?” 

Go a couple more rounds, and 
he’ll elaborate, generally. 

“I feel that I’ve had great 
opportunities here,” Burris 
said. “I feel like anytime I 
had a question that needed 
answered, anytime I needed 
something, there was certainly 
assistance there.” 

Does he feel respected and 
listened-to? Burris pauses and 
looks puzzled. 

“Yes. I’m a senator from 
Illinois representing 13 million 
people. I’m one of 100, and I 
speak on the floor, I preside 
over the Senate, I co-sponsor 
legislation,” he says. “I’m very 
busy, I’m very challenged, and 
I have one problem.” 

He grins. 

“I enjoy what I’m doing.”□ 
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Bankruptcy filing delays church sex abuse case

WILMINGTON, Delaware 
(AP) — A bankruptcy filing 
by the Catholic Diocese of 
Wilmington was the best way 
to ensure reconciliation and 
compensation for all victims 
of clergy sexual abuse in 
the diocese, the bishop said 
Monday. 

The diocese filed for 
bankruptcy protection late 
Sunday after settlement 
negotiations failed with 13 
alleged victims, including 
eight whose trials were 
scheduled to begin. More 
than 100 other alleged victims 
were pursuing compensation 
outside the courts. 

44 It was clear to us in our 
negotiations that the amount of 
money that was being sought 
by the early victims and the 
finite amount that we had ... 
was not going to work,” the 
Rev. W. Francis Malooly, the 
bishop of the diocese, said at a 
news conference Monday. 
Malooly said an excessive 
settlement or jury award for a 
handful of victims who would 
receive 44 a much bigger piece 
of the pie” would have been 
unfair for other victims. 

The bankruptcy filing came 
on the eve of a trial scheduled 
to begin Monday that would 
have been the first under a 
Delaware law that created a 
two-year “lookback” window 
allowing claims of abuse to be 
brought even if the statute of 
limitations had expired. More 
than 100 lawsuits were filed 
before the window closed 
this summer, with four being 
settled. 

The first eight cases scheduled 
for trial involve lawsuits 


against former priest Francis 
DeLuca. DeLuca served as 
a priest for 35 years but was 
defrocked last summer after 
having been jailed in 2007 
in New York for repeatedly 
molesting his grandnephew. 
He is one of about 20 priests 
against whom the diocese has 
substantiated allegations of 
child sexual abuse. 

Anthony Flynn, an attorney for 
the diocese, said he thought a 
settlement had been reached 
with the eight plaintiffs, along 
with five other alleged victims 
of DeLuca, but the deal 
unraveled late Sunday. 

44 We thought we had an 
agreement, frankly. ... It fell 
through at the last minute,” 
Flynn said. 

Under federal bankruptcy 
rules, the filing automatically 
delays all litigation against 
the diocese. Robert Brady, the 
diocese bankruptcy attorney, 
said he expected the plaintiffs 
to ask a judge to lift that 
delay. 

Diocese representatives said 
they hope the bankruptcy case 
results in a uniform process for 
compensating abuse victims, 
but Flynn said no decision has 
been made on a specific plan. 
Malooly described the 
decision to seek bankruptcy 
protection as a painful one 
he had hoped never to make. 
But he said the diocese had 
a “moral obligation” to work 
toward healing and fair 
compensations for all victims. 
The Wilmington diocese, 
which serves about 230,000 
Catholics in Delaware and the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland, 
is the seventh U.S. Catholic 
diocese to seek bankruptcy 
protection since the church 


abuse scandal erupted seven 
years ago in Boston. 

Thomas Neuberger, an 
attorney representing 88 
alleged victims in Delaware, 
described the bankruptcy filing 
as a “desperate effort to hide 
the truth from the public and 
conceal the thousands of pages 
of scandalous documents.” 
The diocese has paid more 
than $6.2 million since 2002 to 
settle claims of sexual abuse. 
The bankruptcy filing lists 
the diocese’s assets as being 
between $50 million and $100 
million but said its estimated 


debt is between $100 million 
and $500 million. Lawsuit 
plaintiffs as well as banks 
and pensions were listed as 
creditors. Other dioceses 
that have sought bankruptcy 
protection in abuse scandals are 
Davenport, Iowa; Fairbanks, 
Alaska; Portland, Oregon; San 
Diego; Spokane, Washington; 
and Tucson, Arizona. The San 
Diego case was dismissed. 

At least four bankruptcy 
cases ended with payments 
for victims. In May 2008, the 
Davenport diocese agreed to 
pay $37 million to more than

150 people. A $50 million 
settlement in 2007 involving 
about 175 lawsuits ended 
a bankruptcy filing by the 
Portland archdiocese, which 
set aside another $20 million 
for future claims. 

The Tucson diocese emerged 
from bankruptcy in 2005 
after creating a fund of more 
than $20 million for people 
molested by clergy. The 
Catholic Diocese of Spokane 
settled by offering to pay 
victims $48 million that it is 
raising through sale of assets 
and by donations.Q

Both U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton and 
U.N. Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon signaled on Monday 
that a resolution was near. 
Clinton said Karzai planned 
to announce his intentions on 
Tuesday, adding that she was 
“encouraged at the direction 
the situation is moving.” 

A spokeswoman for Ban said 
he spoke with Karzai and the 
Afghan leader assured him 
he will “fully respect” the 
constitutional process even if 
it means a runoff against his 
top challenger, former Foreign 
Minister Abdullah Abdullah. 
The findings by the Electoral 
Complaints Commission 
dropped Karzai’s votes to 48 
percent of the total, below the 
50 percent threshold needed 
for him to avoid a runoff, 
according to calculations 
by independent election 
monitors. 

Still, it was uncertain whether 
the Afghan-led Independent 
Election Commission, which 
is dominated by Karzai 
supporters, would accept 
the findings and announce a 
second round. 

Karzai campaign spokesman 
Waheed Omar said the 
Karzai camp was waiting for 
the election commission to 
formally certify the U.N.- 
backed panel’s findings, 
thereby giving them the 
force of law. Although short 
of an unequivocal pledge to 
accept a run-off, the statement 
appeared to represent a step 
in that direction after days of 
outright rejection. 

Karzai’s camp had complained 
about the panel of three 
foreigners and two Afghans 
which conducted the fraud 
investigation, sayingforeigners 
were unfairly influencing the 
outcome. 


Last week Karzai aides 
suggested he might contest the 
findings, setting off a series of 
last-minute diplomatic efforts, 
including visits by U.S. Sen. 
John Kerry, a Democrat and 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, as well 
as telephone calls by Clinton 
and British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown. 

Karzai met again late 
Monday with Kerry and U.S. 
Ambassador Karl Eikenberry 
to discuss the standoff. 

The two-month election 
crisis threatens to undermine 
the Obama administration’s 
Afghan strategy at a time 
when public support for the 
eight-year war is declining in 
the U.S. and the Taliban-led 
insurgents are gaining strength. 
The White House says Obama 
will not decide whether to send 
thousands more U.S. troops to 
Afghanistan until the political 
crisis is resolved. 

Preliminary results released 
last month showed Karzai 
winning more than 54 percent 
of the vote in the 36-candidate 
race. However, proclamation 
of a Karzai victory was 
withheld until the U.N.-backed 
commission finished its 
investigation into widespread 
fraud allegations. 

The inquiry was concluded 
last week, but the panel 
withheld releasing the findings 
while talks were held with the 
Karzai-dominated election 
commission that must certify 
the results and order any 
runoff. 

The U.N.-backed panel 
decided to release its report 
Monday after the Afghan 
commissioners kept insisting 
on changes that would show 
Karzai winning outright. The 
officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because of the 
sensitivity of the issue. 
Abdullahcampaignspokesman 
Fazel Sancharaki welcomed 
the fraud panel’s findings as 
“a step forward” and said the 
election commission had no 
choice but to call a runoff. 
Afghans close to Karzai 
said the president feared the 
runoff was part of an Obama 
administration plan to oust 


him — a charge the U.S. has 
repeatedly denied. They spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not 
supposed to speak for Karzai. 
Afghan officials say they can 
organize a runoff in about two 
weeks, which is close to the 
start of winter. After the first 
snows fall in the high mountain 
passes, it will become all but 
impossible to hold an election 
until the spring. A second 
round vote would also run 
the risk of Taliban attacks on 
voters similar to those carried 
out during the first ballot. 

For those reasons, Western 
diplomats have urged the two 
sides to reach a power-sharing 
agreement which would 
avoid a new vote and bring 
an end to the crisis. Former 
U.S. Ambassador Zalmay 
Khalilzad and others held a 
series of weekend talks with 
the rival camps on a possible 
power-sharing deal. 

Officials familiar with the 
talks, speaking on condition 
of anonymity because the 
discussions were confidential, 
said both sides were open to the 
power-sharing idea but were 
far apart on details. Karzai 
has said he would be willing 
to offer posts to the opposition 
in a new government — which 
falls short of a real coalition 
with clearly defined powers. 
After the auditors’ findings 
were released, U.N. spokesman 
Aleem Siddique said a runoff 
“isn’t optional.” 

“It’s a requirement of Afghan 
electoral law, and we expect 
the institutions of this country 
to follow the law to the letter,” 
he said. 

The U.S. Embassy called on 
the election commission “to 
implement these orders with 
all due speed.” 

Grant Kippen, the Canadian 
who heads the fraud panel, said 
he did not see any legal way 
for the election commission to 
reject the findings. 

“Our decisions, our orders, are 
final and binding according to 
the law,” Kippen said. “We’ve 
followed the law very clearly, 
very precisely. My sense is 
that the IEC is going to follow 
the law as well. ”□ 
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Iran: IIS, Britain, Pakistan linked to militants

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — The 
chief of Iran’s powerful 
Revolutionary Guard accused 
the United States, Britain and 
Pakistan on Monday of having 
links with Sunni militants 
responsible for a suicide 
bombing that killed five senior 
Guard commanders and 37 
others. 

Iran’s president said those 
behind Sunday’s bombing are 
hiding across the border in 
Pakistan, and in a phone call 
with his Pakistani counterpart 
on Monday he demanded their 
arrest. 

The accusations put some 
strain on the normally close 
relationship between Iran 
and Pakistan, which have 
had differences over the issue 
of Islamic extremism in the 
past. Monday’s statements 
marked the first time Iran 
has publicly accused its 
neighbor’s intelligence service 
of supporting the Sunni rebel 
group known as Jundallah, or 
Soldiers of God. 

The claims of U.S. and British 
interference came as those two 
nations were taking part in 
talks with Iranian officials over 
the country’s nuclear program 
in Vienna. The accusations, 
however, were not expected to 
complicated the talks. 
Jundallah, which emerged 
in 2002 in Iran’s remote and 
mountainous southeast, has 
waged a low-level insurgency 
there to protest what it says 
is government persecution of 
the Baluchi ethnic minority. 
Baluchis follow the Sunni 
branch of Islam and are a 
minority in predominantly 
Shiite, Persian Iran. 

A claim of responsibility in the 
name of the group was posted 
Monday on an Islamic Web 
site that usually publishes al- 
Qaida statements. The posting, 
whose authenticity could not 
be verified, made no mention 
of any assistance from foreign 
powers. 

The group has carried out 
sporadic kidnappings and 
attacks in recent years 
— including targeting the 
Revolutionary Guard and 
Shiite civilians. In Sunday’s 
attack, a suicide bomber with 
explosives strapped around 
his waist struck as senior 


Guard commanders were 
entering a sports complex to 
meet tribal leaders to discuss 
Sunni-Shiite cooperation in 
the Pishin district near the 
Pakistani border. 
Revolutionary Guard chief 
Gen. Mohammad Ali Jafari 
vowed Monday to deliver a 
“crushing” response. 

“New evidence has been 
obtained proving the link 
between yesterday’s terrorist 
attack and the U.S., British 
and Pakistani intelligence 
services,” state TV quoted 
Jafari as saying. 

He said the attack was 
“undoubtedly” planned and 
ordered by the three nation’s 
intelligence services and 
that a delegation would soon 
travel to Pakistan to present 
evidence. 

Iran often accuses Western 
countries, especially the U.S., 
of stoking unrest among the 
country’s religious and ethnic 
minorities — allegations 
those nations have denied. 
Iran has also claimed that 
Jundallah receives support 
from al-Qaida and Taliban 
militants who operate across 
the border in Pakistan’s 
Baluchistan province, where 
Baluchi nationalists have been 
waging a militant campaign 
for independence from the 
Pakistani government. 

Iran’s Jundallah, by contrast, 
does not appear to seek 
independence, but rather 
improved rights for the area’s 
Baluchi people. In 2007, the 
group adopted a more secular 
name, the Iranian Popular 
Resistance Movement, and 
said it did not depend entirely 
on armed struggle, but also on 
political and peaceful efforts 
to achieve Baluchi rights. The 
group is still widely referred 
to by its previous name. 
Several analysts who have 
studied Jundallah say the group 
likely receives inspiration and 
material support from Baluchi 
nationalists in Pakistan. But 
they say there is little evidence 
of an operational relationship 
between Jundallah and 
militants, including al-Qaida 
and the Taliban, that operate 
across the border. 

President Mahmoud 

Ahmadinejad had harsh words 
Monday for his Pakistani 
counterpart, Asif Ali Zardari. 


“The presence of terrorist elements in 
Pakistan is not justifiable and the Pakistani 
government needs to help arrest and punish 
the criminals as soon as possible,” state TV 
quoted Ahmadinejad as telling Zardari. 
“We’ve heard that some officers in Pakistan 
cooperate with the main elements behind 
such terrorist attacks and we consider it our 
right to demand these criminals from them,” 
he was quoted as saying. 

Zardari telephoned Ahmadinejad to strongly 
condemn the suicide attack, said a statement 
from the Pakistani president’s office. 
President Zardari said the incident was 
“gruesome and barbaric” and bore the 
“signatures of a cowardly enemy on the 
run.” 

He said both Pakistan and Iran have deep 
historical ties and he pledged that Pakistan 
will continue to support and cooperate 
with Iran in curbing militancy and fighting 
extremism and terrorism. 



In a sign of how heated the situation has 
become, an Iranian lawmaker representing 
the capital of Iran’s southeastern Sistan- 
Baluchistan Province called on the Guard to 
carry out military operations inside Pakistan 
to root out militants. It’s unclear whether 
such an operation would be considered. 

In the Internet claim of responsibility, a 
statement in the name of Jundallah said the 
attack was carried out in “retaliation for the 
Iranian regime’s crimes against the unarmed 
people of Baluchistan.”

The statement also identified the man it 
said carried out the attack as Abdel-Wahed 
Mohammadi Sarawani, suggesting he is 
from the small town of Sarawan, 25 miles 
(40 kilometers) from the Pakistani border. 

It also accused the Iranian government of 
executing many people merely because they 
are Sunnis or Baluchis. 

In May, Jundallah said it sent a suicide 
bomber into a Shiite mosque in the 
southeastern city of Zahedan, killing 25 
worshippers. 

Sunday’s attack, however, would mark the 


group’s highest-level target. The victims included 
the deputy commander of the Guard’s ground 
forces, Gen. Noor Ali Shooshtari, as well as a 
chief provincial Guard commander, Rajab Ali 
Mohammadzadeh. The others killed were Guard 
members or tribal leaders, it said. 

Funerals were held Monday in Zahedan and 
Pishin for many of those killed, state media 
reports said. State TV broadcast images of 
thousands of mourners and coffins being placed 
on the backs of trucks. Some local Sunni tribal 
leaders condemned the attack and appealed for 
unity between Sunnis and Shiites.Q

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Diplomats: 1st day of Iran nuke talks inconclusive

VIENNA (AP) — A first 
day of talks to get Iran to 
send most of its enriched 
uranium abroad — and thus 
delay its potential to make 
a nuclear weapon — ended 
inconclusively Monday, 
with Tehran remaining 
uncommitted, diplomats 
told The Associated Press. 
International Atomic 
Energy Agency chief 
Mohamed ElBaradei said 
the negotiations between 
Iran and the U.S., Russia 
and France got off to a 
“good start.” However, 
three diplomats, who 


were familiar with the 
discussions, suggested little 
was accomplished outside 
of both sides outlining their 
positions. 

Iran had signaled going into 
the meeting that it would 
not meet Western demands 
for a deal under which 
it would ship most of its 
enriched material out of the 
country. Tehran has said it 
needs enriched uranium for 
nuclear fuel. The West fears 
it could be used to make 
weapons, and the U.S. says 
Iran is one to six years away 
from being able to do so. 
The talks were focused 
on a technical issue with 


huge strategic ramifications 
— whether Iran is ready to 
farm out some of its uranium 
enrichment program to a 
foreign country. 

ElBaradei appeared 

cautiously optimistic after 
the closed meetings, saying 
most technical issues had 
been discussed and the 
parties would meet again 
Tuesday morning. 

“We have had this afternoon 
quite a constructive 
meeting,” ElBaradei told 
reporters. “We are off to a 
good start.” 

ElBaradei did not elaborate, 
but his upbeat interpretation 
was in line with his stated 
preference for negotiations 
over sanctions and other 
tough measures for dealing 
with the issue. 

One diplomat said the 
talks were “not as good 
as ElBaradei said, but 
good enough to have 
them continue.” Another 
cautioned against qualifying 
the discussions, noting that 
they were in a very early 
stage. The delegations said 
little as they left the meeting. 
The chief Iranian delegate, 
Ali Asghar Soltanieh, 
said only that he endorsed 
ElBaradei’s co mm ents. 
Despite ElBaradei’s upbeat 
assessment, the diplomats 
said Iran would not 
elaborate on whether it was 
ready to ship its enriched 
material out of the country. 
They said Tehran had asked 
questions about the plan put 
forward by the U.S., Russia 
and France. 

Iran, which holds a 10 
percent share in a Eurodif 
nuclear plant in France, also 
criticized President Nicolas 
Sarkozy’s government 
for withholding enriched 
uranium from that facility, 
the diplomats said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because the talks were 
confidential. 

Areva, the state-run French 
nuclear company, has 
described Iran as a “sleeping 
partner” in Eurodif, which 


Tehran bought into more 
than three decades ago. 

Iran is under three sets 
of U.N. Security Council 
sanctions for defying 
demands that it freeze 
enrichment. The sanctions 
include embargoes on all 
shipments of sensitive 
nuclear materials or 
technology. 

Before the meeting, Iran’s 
state-run Press TV had 
cited unidentified officials 
in Tehran as saying the 
Islamic Republic was 
looking to keep its low- 
enriched uranium and 
buy what it needed for the 
Tehran reactor abroad. One 
said Iran was looking to the 
U.S., Russia or France for 
such supplies — a stance 
that would likely doom 
the talks, with neither the 
U.S. nor France expected 
to accept anything short of 
an Iranian commitment to 
ship out its own material for 
further enrichment. 

Tehran’s continuedrefusalto 
give up most of its enriched 
stock could also abort 
chances of a second round 
of broader negotiations 
between Iran and the U.S., 
Britain, Russia, France, 
Germany and China. The 
first round was held Oct. 1 
in Geneva. 

The six powers have 
tentatively scheduled a 
follow-up meeting by the 
end of the month aimed 
at starting negotiations 
that will ultimately place 
strict controls on Iran’s 
enrichment activities. 

Iran’s interlocutors were 
trying Monday to implement 
what the West says Tehran 
had agreed to in Geneva: 
letting a foreign country, 
most likely Russia, turn 
most of Iran’s low-enriched 
uranium into higher grades 
to fuel its small research 
reactor in Tehran. 

That would mean turning 
over more than 2,600 pounds 
of low-enriched uranium 
— as much as 75 percent 
of Iran’s declared stockpile. 


Tentative plans would be 
for further enric hm ent in 
Russia and then conversion 
in France into metal fuel 
rods for Iran’s reactor. 

Iran agreeing to ship most of 
its enriched uranium abroad 
would be significant in 
easing Western fears about 
Iran’s program, since 2,205 
pounds is the commonly 
accepted threshold of the 
amount of low-enriched 
uranium needed for 
production of weapons- 
grade uranium enriched to 
levels above 90 percent. 
Based on the present Iranian 
stockpile, the U.S. has 
estimated that Tehran could 
produce a nuclear weapon 
between 2010 and 2015, 
an assessment that broadly 
agrees with those from 
Israel and other nations 
tracking Tehran’s nuclear 
program. 

If most of Iran’s declared 
stock is taken out of the 
country, further enriched 
abroad and then turned 
into fuel for Iran’s reactor, 
any effort to make nuclear 
weapons would be delayed 
until Tehran again has 
enriched enough material 
to turn into weapons-grade 
uranium. 

David Albright of the 
Washington-based Institute 
for Science and International 
Security, which has tracked 
Iran for signs of covert 
proliferation, said any 
such deal would buy only 
a limited amount of time, 
noting that Tehran could 
replace even 2,600 pounds 
of low-enriched uranium 
“in little over a year.” Iran 
now has more than 4,000 
centrifuges producing low- 
enriched uranium, and its 
capacities are increasing. 
Tehran, if it agrees to ship 
out the enriched uranium, 
could also resist pressure to 
hand over most of its stock 
in one batch, and instead 
seek to send small amounts 
at a time. Iran has enough 
fuel for the Tehran reactor 
to last until mid-2011 .□ 
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Brazil vows to fight gangs, 
Rio death toll hits 21

SAO PAULO (AP) — Brazil’s 
president promised Monday 
to battle drug traffickers who 
launched a weekend of bloody 
chaos that killed 21 people in 
Rio de Janeiro just two weeks 
after the city won the 2016 
Olympic games. 

“We’ll do anything it takes and 
make all necessary sacrifices 
so we can clean up the mess 
that these people are imposing 
on Brazil,” President Luiz 
Inacio Lula da Silva told 
reporters in Sao Paulo. 

Rio police said the death toll 
from weekend clashes between 
rival gangs had risen from 14 
to 21 because more bodies 
were found in the Morro dos 


Macacos (“Monkey Hill”) 
slum, where the shooting also 
downed a police helicopter. 
Two of the six officers in the 
chopper died Saturday after 
the helicopter made a fiery 
landing on a soccer field, and 
a third who was badly burned 
died on Monday. 

Silva said the federal 
government will give 
emergency funding to state 
authorities to combat the 
drug gangs that control many 
of Rio’s 1,000 slums, and 
will give police a bulletproof 
helicopter. 

He didn’t mention security 
preparations for the Olympics, 
but said Brazil knows “it 
will take time to resolve 
the problems of the gangs, 


organized crime and the drug 
traffickers in Rio de Janeiro.” 
Other Brazilian officials 
have said the outbreak has 
strengthened their resolve to 
make Rio safer ahead of the 
games and before 2014, when 
Brazil will host the World Cup 
soccer tournament, with key 
games in Rio, the country’s 
second-biggest city. 

The new death toll announced 
in a police statement sent 
by e-mail to The Associated 
Press did not say how many 
of the dead were suspected 
gang members and how many 
were bystanders. Some Rio 
residents complained that 
officials wrongly classified 
their slain relatives as 
presumed criminals. 


“When you have a conflict of 
this magnitude, the innocent 
people always pay the price,” 
Silva said. 

Rio state Gov. Sergio Cabral 
said the president promised 
him $59 million in fresh funds 
over the next six months to 
fight crime.

Kurds cross Iraqi border 
to Turkey to seek peace

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) 
— Unarmed Kurdish rebels 
in combat dress marched into 
Turkey from northern Iraq on 
Monday in a show of support 
for peace with the Turkish 
government. 

The 34 Kurds, including eight 
rebels, were immediately 
detained by Turkish 
paramilitary police after 
crossing the Iraqi-Turkish 
border gate at Habur. They 
were moved to a military 
battalion’s headquarters for 
questioning by prosecutors,

the state-run Anatolia news 
agency reported. 

Earlier, Kurds in northern 
Iraq celebrated with music 
and drums as the group left 
from a refugee camp, Anatolia 
reported. The eight fighters 
joined the convoy from a 
rebel camp in Iraq’s Qandil 
mountains, where Turkey 
says the leaders of the rebel 
Kurdistan Workers’ Party, or 
PKK, are in hiding. 

The group was carrying a 
letter to Turkish officials 
saying they hoped to make 
a “modest” contribution to 
peace with their journey, and 


listing requests, including 
an end to military operations 
against the rebels, according to 
the pro-Kurdish news agency 
Firat News. 

Other Kurdish demands 
included allowing Kurdish- 
language education and ending 
what they called “pressure and 
oppression” by security forces 
in mainly Kurdish villages and 
cities, the agency said. 

Firat published a photograph 
of the rebels dressed in khaki 
pants, cummerbunds and 
combat vests and walking 
along a northern Iraqi road. 

At the border, thousands of 
Kurds greeted the group on 
the Turkish side by waving 
Kurdish flags, singing, dancing 
and holding up banners calling 
for peace. 

Riot police stood guard, while 
a helicopter circled overhead. 
Dozens of lawyers were 
on hand to assist the group 
during questioning, Kurdish 
lawmaker Sabahat Tuncel told 
the Associated Press. 

The PKK — considered a 
terror organization by the 
United States and European 
Union — said its imprisoned 
leader Abdullah Ocalan had 
given instructions for “peace 


groups” to travel to Turkey 
to promote reconciliation. A 
second group of rebels, mainly 
Kurds in exile in Europe, was 
expected to arrive in Turkey 
at a later date, Turkish news 
reports said. 

The Turkish government has 
been working on an initiative 
to end the conflict, but has yet 
to release any details. 

“We hope this will be 
the beginning of solving 
the Kurdish case through 
dialogue and away from the 
gun barrels,” Bozan Taken, 
a PKK leader, told the AP by 
telephone. “We want to show 
the world that we are with 
peace and we want peace. The 
Turkish side has to do the same 
and to find a radical solution 
to the Kurdish case.” 

The rebels have been fighting 
since 1984 for autonomy for 
Turkey’s Kurds, who make up a 
fifth of the country’s 70 million 
people and live predominantly 
in the impoverished southeast. 
Tens of thousands have died in 
the conflict. 

The PKK have claimed that 
Turkish nationalists and other 
opposition parties are blocking 
the government’s peace 
initiative, and say they hope to 


encourage the government to 
continue the process. 

Ocalan, who is serving a life 
sentence on a prison island 
off Istanbul, leads his group 
through messages reportedly 
delivered to fighters by his 
lawyers. 

The rebels traveling to 
Turkey were selected among 
fighters who have not been 
charged with attacking 
Turkish forces, though five 
have previously been charged 
with either making rebel 
propaganda or membership in 
a terror organization, Anatolia 
reported. They all were 
expected to benefit from a law 
pardoning rebels not involved 
in violence. 

The government in recent 
years has provided more 
economic help and some 
expanded cultural rights to 
Kurds, including lifting a 
ban on the Kurdish language 
in 1991. At the same time, it 
has accelerated its military 
campaign, staging a ground 
offensive last year against 
suspected rebel targets in 
northern Iraq, and launching 
cross-border aerial attacks 
with the help of U.S. 
intelligence^

Lee is 2-0 with an 
0.74 ERA in three postseason 
starts, giving the Phillies 
exactly what they expected 
when they acquired him 
from Cleveland in late July. 
After wasting a brilliant 
performance by Pedro 
Martinez in Game 2, the 
Phillies jumped on Dodgers 
starter Hiroki Kuroda right 
from the start. 


Victorino’s home run to deep 
right field put an emphatic 
exclamation mark on the 
rout. The shot also made the 
Phillies the city’s highest- 
scoring team of the day 
— the Eagles lost 13-9 to the 
Oakland Raiders. 

Making his first start in 20 
days, Kuroda only got four 
outs. He allowed six runs and 
six hits. Dodgers manager 
Joe Torre chose Kuroda over 
Chad Billingsley even though 
Kuroda was unavailable 


for the first-round series 
against St. Louis because of 
a herniation in his cervical 
spine. 

A sellout crowd of 45,721 
made Kuroda uncomfortable 
from the start. Fans waved 
their “Fightin’ Phils” rally 
towels and chanted “Beat 
LA! Beat LA!” even before 
the first pitch was thrown. 
Ramirez got an earful, too. 
Fans screamed “You took 
steroids!” before he struck 
out in the seventh inning.Q

AP source: Detroit Shock are moving to Tulsa

The WNBA’s Detroit Shock are moving to Tulsa, Okla., a 
team official told The Associated Press. 

The official spoke on the condition of anonymity Monday 
because he was not authorized to make the announcement. 
Detroit made its debut in the league in 1998 and won titles 
in 2008, 2006 and 2003. The Shock lost last month to the 
Indiana Fever in the Eastern Conference finals after rallying 
to earn a playoff spot. 

Last week, a group of investors in Tulsa said they would 
formally apply to the WNBA to purchase a franchise. 

Lead investor Bill Cameron has said his group, called Tulsa 
Pro Hoops LLC, will exercise its option to buy a WNBA team 
and expected a decision from the league by the end of October 
with the goal of having a team in Oklahoma next season. 
Cameron and fellow investor David Box—both Oklahoma 
City businessmen— announced last month that former Tulsa 
and Arkansas coach Nolan Richardson would serve as the 
WNBA team’s coach and general manager if Tulsa landed a 
franchise. 


A spokesman for Cameron and Box said neither one was 
available for comment Monday but said a news conference 
was scheduled for Tuesday morning and that “details would 
be forthcoming then.” 

Richardson didn’t immediately return a phone message left at 
his Arkansas home. 

The Shock had a lot of success on the court, but not in the 
stands in a state with four major professional teams along 
with Michigan and Michigan State athletics. 

In the 2003 WNBA finals, Detroit did draw 22,076 fans— 
setting a record for the largest crowd to watch a women’s 
professional basketball game—but most games were sparsely 
attended with a curtain covering up the upper level of The 
Palace of Auburn Hills. 

Tulsa, with about 385,000 people, would be the second- 
smallest city with a WNBA franchise—after Uncasville, 
Conn. The team would play at the BOK Center, which holds 
about 18,000 and opened last year. 

Cameron and Box are members of the ownership group of the 
Tulsa Talons of arenafootball2. Cameron also is part of the 
ownership group of the NBA’s Oklahoma City Thunder. Q

Los Angeles wasted a golden opportunity in the 10th after 
putting runners at the comers with nobody out against Mariano 
Rivera, but the ace closer came through yet again, getting Torii 
Hunter and Guerrero with the bases loaded. 

Fans gathered across the country at Yankee Stadium empted 
in cheers when Rivera retired the side — but the Angels came 
through in the 11th after Ervin Santana pitched the 11th for Los 
Angeles. 

The winning mn came quickly after David Robertson retired 
the first two Angels in the 11th. He got pulled, and Alfredo 
Aceves became the Yankees’ eighth pitcher. Kendrick singled 
and Mathis followed with a drive to left-center, hit far too hard 
to allow a play on the speedy Kendrick. 

Mathis, a .211 hitter in the regular season, entered Game 3 in 
the eighth inning and hit a leadoff double in the 10th. 

The Angels ended their six-game ALCS losing streak. The 
Yankees had been 5-0 in this postseason, starting with a sweep 
over Minnesota. 


Playing in balmy Orange County temperatures after a frigid 
weekend in the Bronx, the Yankees had a 3-0 lead midway 
through the fifth inning on homers by Derek Jeter, Alex 




Rodriguez and Johnny Damon. Andy Pettitte also appeared to 
be cmising toward his record 16th career postseason victory, 
which would have put New York one win away from its first 
World Series in six years. 

Instead, Kendrick hit a fifth-inning homer, Guerrero tied it 
with a two-mn shot in the sixth, and Kendrick tripled off Joba 
Chamberlain before scoring on Maicer Izturis’ sacrifice fly in 
the seventh to put the Angels ahead 4-3. 

But Posada tied it again in the eighth, connecting to deep center 
field off Kevin Jepsen. Jeter stranded two mnners to end New 
York’s eighth, and Los Angeles’ Bobby Abreu was tagged out 
moments later while retreating to second base after his long 
drive to center. 

Only three teams have ever blown a 2-0 lead in a league 
championship series, but the 2004 Yankees are in that trio. After 
taking a 3-0 lead against Boston that infamous fall, the Yankees 
lost 13 of their next 17 postseason games before winning their 
first five this year. 

Many fans hadn’t even settled into their Angel Stadium seats 
for Game 3 when Jeter ripped Jered Weaver’s third pitch into 
the bullpen beyond the left-field fence. It was the New York 
captain’s third career postseason leadoff homer and his 20th 
playoff homer, third on baseball’s career list behind Manny 
Ramirez and Bemie Williams. 

Rodriguez connected in the fourth for his 11th career playoff 
homer. He already has nine RBIs in this postseason, a career 
best. 

Damon then found the short right field porch in the fifth for his 
first homer since Aug. 30 and his fifth hit in three games since 
a 1-for-12 effort in the division series. The veteran outfielder 
hadn’t homered in his previous 120 at-bats, and hadn’t connected 
away from homer-haven Yankee Stadium since Aug. 5. 

The 37-year-old Pettitte, a mainstay of New York’s playoff 
efforts since 1996, already has made the most postseason starts 
(37) and pitched the most innings (231) in baseball history. He 
yielded seven hits and one walk, but Los Angeles’ two mid¬ 
game homers made him the first Yankees starter to allow more 
than two runs in this postseason. 

Weaver gave up five hits and three walks in five innings, failing 
to recapture the dominance of his two-hit start against Boston 
nine days earlier. He hadn’t allowed more than two homers in a 
game since Aug. 2, 2008. 

Guerrero, the Angels’ long-feared cleanup hitter, had struggled 
in every big situation during the series, stranding eight runners 
in Game 2, but his long shot to left was his first playoff homer 
in five years. 

Abreu nearly started trouble for his former team in the eighth, 
but he inexplicably went nearly halfway to third base on his long 
double before trying to retreat to second, where first baseman 
Mark Teixeira alertly waited to make the tag. 

The Yankees also benefited from two baserunning blunders in 
the division series. The Twins lost a run in Game 2 when Carlos 
Gomez was caught off second before Delmon Young could 
score on Matt Tolbert’s two-out single. Nick Punto also was cut 
down trying to retreat to third in New York’s clinching victory 
in its first-round sweep. 

Angels closer Brian Fuentes pitched a hitless ninth inning, 
showing no effects from Rodriguez’s llth-inning, game-tying 
homer in Game 2. Manager Mike Scioscia ordered an intentional 
walk for Rodriguez with nobody on base and two outs, a move 
that paid off when pinch-hitter Jerry Hairston Jr. struck out. □

poder con el izquierdista 
Frente Amplio, dada la 
division del electorado. 

El ex guerrillero de 74 anos, 
que segun las encuestas 
ganara los comicios del 
domingo sin la necesaria 
mayoria absoluta que 
evitaria una segunda 
vuelta, indico sin embargo 
que no sabia si se podria 
alcanzar “una coalicion 
con participation en el 
gabinete”. 

“Pero puede haber acuerdos 
puntuales con respecto a 
determinados puntos que 
se llevan adelante. Hay 
que negociar”, agrego en 
declaraciones a la prensa, 
recordando la division 
politica del pais. 

El electorado uruguayo 
se encuentra partido 
virtualmente en dos mitades 
entre laizquierda, aglutinada 
en el Frente Amplio, y los 
partidos historicos Nacional 
(Blanco) y Colorado.

“La causa principal por la 
cual el Frente gana es por 
las bastantes cosas que ha 
realizado este Gobiemo”, 
dijo el lunes Mujica a 
la prensa, respondiendo 
afirmativamente sobre si 
habria una continuidad si 
llega al poder. 

Mujica recibio un fuerte 
espaldarazo el lunes cuando 
se encontro enuna ceremonia 
publica con Vazquez y 
ambos se abrazaron durante 
unos breves segundos, enun 
gesto reclamado por todas 
las corrientes del partido. 
Vazquez se irrito por una 


serie de declaraciones 
polemicas sobre los 
argentinos y temas locales 
de Mujica -conocido por 
su estilo coloquial con 
frecuentes exabruptos- que 
incluso causo malestar 
entre algunos integrantes de 
la coalicion de izquierda. 

El presidente llego a 
decir que algunas de las 
declaraciones del candidato 
eran “estupideces”. Pero el 
lunes Vazquez afirmo que 
es normal que ambos tengan 
discrepancias, al igual que 
con otros miembros de su 
partido. 

“Para mi la relation es la 
misma de siempre, hemos 
muchas veces coincidido y 
otras discrepado (...) esa es 
la vida de una fuerza politica 
como la del Frente Amplio 


pero donde no hay que 
dramatizar”, dijo Vazquez 
a periodistas tras el fugaz 
encuentro con Mujica. 

“Hay cosas con las que 
coincidimos y cosas en las 
que no, con Danilo (Astori, 
candidato a vicepresidente) 
lo mismo, con otros 
companeros lo mismo y y 
los uruguayos en general a 
veces coincidieron con el 
presidente y a veces no”, 
anadio.

Reabren investigation contra vicepresidente Colombia 


BOGOTA (Reuters) - La Fiscalia General de 
Colombia reabrio el lunes una investigacion 
preliminar contra el vicepresidente Francisco Santos, 
acusado por antiguos jefes paramilitares de sugerir 
la conformacion de un escuadron armado para atacar 
a la guerrilla en Bogota y en sus alrededores. 

La Fiscalia inicio una investigacion preliminar 
contra Santos despues de que en mayo del 2007 el 
ex jefe paramilitar Salvatore Mancuso aseguro en 
una diligencia judicial que el funcionario propuso 
la creacion de un grupo para combatir a los rebeldes 
izquierdistas en el centro del pais. 

“Se le habia dictado en primera instancia un 


inhibitorio, ese inhibitorio fue apelado y la 
vicefiscalia como segunda instancia tomo la 
decision de revocarlo y de continuar la investigacion 
preliminar”, dijo el fiscal encargado Guillermo 
Mendoza en declaraciones a Caracol radio. 

El funcionario judicial explico que con la reapertura 
del proceso se buscan resolver algunas dudas y 
admitio la posibilidad de entrevistar a antiguos jefes 
paramilitares actualmente confinados en carceles de 
Estados Unidos despues de que el presidente Alvaro 
Uribe los extradito. Mendoza revelo que el proceso 
se cerro inicialmente sin practicar las pruebas 
necesarias y suficientes. 


El propio Santos, quien como periodista entrevisto 
a jefes paramilitares de ultraderecha a finales de 
la decada de 1990, solicito a la Fiscalia General 
investigar las denuncias en su contra e inicialmente 
los funcionarios encargados de hacerlo la cerraron 
al no encontrar pruebas que lo vincularan. 

“Respeto la decision del Vicefiscal y manifiesto mi 
disposicion a cooperar en todas las investigaciones; 
hubiera preferido que se me notificara dicha decision 
y no que se usara su filtracion para sembrar dudas 
sobre mi persona, mi reputacion y la del Gobiemo 
que ha combatido con decision al paramilitarismo”,
